b. There was good reason for the Petitioner to park his vehicle in this 
manner; namely, to prevent it from being blocked in from a car parked in the adjacent 
space; and Petitioner did not know that such would lead to a parking ticket; 

c. There was no notice, and continues to be no notices posted or 
displayed, notifying Petitioner or anyone parking that having a tire(s) over the marked 
line would be a violation resulting in a parking fine; and 


d. Petitioner's car did not block any other parking spot; 
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6. It is common sense that overtime parking and blocking other cars parked in the 
parking areas would lead to a parking violation and fine. The same cannot be said of a 
car parked with one of its tires over the space marking line where it is not blocking or 
impeding any other vehicles parked; and especially where the City did not post that such 
would result in a fine.
